The basque of this costume is of dark olive green velvet, the draped skirt being of olive green and blue 
plaid wool in larg. blocks. A pinked band of velvet three inches wide is set around the foot of the foun- 
Gation skirt, Above this a flounce of the plaid wool three-quarters of a yard deep is set upon the skirt, 
lain across the front and pleated.on the sides and back. The pattern of the long drapery is given in 

Ss. 1 and 2, and that of the basque in Figs. 8-10. The pattern of the drapery is reduced, with the full 
Gimensions indicated on the sides. Cut one piece according to each, transferring all the signs to the 
places indicated on the redaced pattern. Pleat up all the pleats indicated by bringing x on @. Sew up 
the edge of the back from 5 to 6 so as to form a point that will fall outside, gather the part of the upper 
edge not pleated into a space of five inches, and gather the right side from 1 to 2. Tack the point ** 
upon **, and fasten the points 5 together, which will bring the gathered edge of the top over the pleated 
one. Arrange the draperies on the skirt,connecting them as the corresponding figures indicate; hang 
the front in sueh a manner that at the sides it will be two inches from the top of the skirt and at the middle 
Six inches ; face the top of the front of the foundation skirt where it is exposed about eight inches deep with 
the woollen dress material. Hook the point 5 of the back to the top of the front. To make the basque, 
after joining on the piece turned down on Fig. 6, cut of velvet and lining two pieces each from Figs. 3-6, 
9, and 10, the pocket flaps of wool from Fig. 7,.and the collar, which is of wool as far as the plastron 
extends at the front and of velvet across the back, from Fig. 8. In the fronts set ina plastron of the 
woollen goods as outlined on the pattern, cutting away the velvet in the space. Take up the darts in the 
fronts, join the back, side férms, and fronts as the corresponding figures indicate, and bind the neck with 
the collar. Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves from 20 to 21 and from 22 to 23, fulling the 
upper part from ¢ to ¢, set in a wool cuff as indicated, and sew the sleeves into the armholes with 23 
meeting 23 of the front, fulling them from * to * on the shoulder. The fronts are fastened with hooks 
and eyes, and trimmed with green and gold brandebourgs and buttons, The flaps are set on the back 
from 17 to 18 along the plain line on the pattern.
